Ottawa, Maroh 20.— The Governor-Gen- 
eral this morning Bigned the minute 
of Counoll recommending the issue of a 
remedial ordor in the Manitoba school case. 
It waa expeotod that tho ordor would bo sent 
to Winnipeg to-day bub tho Intention is to 
follow the praotico that prevails in the 
privy counoll in tho mother country. 
When an order is issued by Hor Majesty-in- 
Counoil it is dono with tho Queen and a 
quorum of hor ministers present, and there- 
fore when tho formal order on tho Manitoba 
government is finally attosted by Lord 
Abordoen his oabinet will bo with him. 
Hon. A. R. Dickey haa not yob returned 
from New England. Ha will bo baok to- 
morrow, when tho mooting will take place. 

The government is asking for tendors for a 
direct steamship service betweon Canada 
and Antwerp, fortnightly in summer and 
monthly in wintor. 

NEWFOUNDLAND'S CASE. 

Object of Mr. Murray's Visit— Confederation 
With Canada Discussed In England. 

London, March 20.— The Post says there 
is reason to believe that the boIo object of 
the government in Bonding Mr. Horbort 
Mnrray, formerly chairman of tho cnstomB 
department, to Newfoundland, is that he 
may provide tho fishermen with funds as 
tho banks and leading morchants havo 
hitherto done ab the beginning of tbe fishing 
soaaon." "Ib Is not kuown," the Post con- 
tinues, "whether or cob Mr. Murray will 
require tho sums security for txlvanoes as 
have those who have previously supplied the 
funds. His mission has nothing to do with 
tho political position of the colony. Thoro 
are many reasons for Canada's taking 
the liabilities of Newfoundland and ad- 
mitting that colony into the confederation 
Her fisheries aro a source of wealth while 
the possession of her bait grounds would be 
a good card to play agalnBt tho United 
States. Moverover, the union of New- 
foundland and tho Dominion virtually means 
tho soourity of tho Gulf of Sb. Lawrence in 
the event of foreign invasion. Newfound- 
land, however, would gain little else than 
poouniary assistance. Yet if Canada does 
nob gnarantoe tho colony's debt nobody olae 
will. The Idea -of her reverting to a crown 
oolmy nWy- ba abandoned. It will probably 
happon that Newfoundland will become a 
part of Canada with Premior Whitoway as 
tho first lieutenant-governor." 

WINNIPEG'S BUDGET. 

Proposed Redactions Voted Down by the 
Legislature— Sudden Death— Incendiar- 
ism Charged. 

Winnipeg, March 20.— (Special)— Prem- 
ier Greenway took his seat in the legislature 
this afternoon for the first time this session. 
Ho waa greeted with loud oheers. Arm- 
strong's resolution for a reduction of the 
numbor of legislators from forty to twenty- 
five, and of tho B&lariod ministers from five 
to threo, camo before tho legislature and 
was votod down, only six voting for tho 
motion. 

Tho residence of N. H. Roberta at Pipe- 
stono was burned to the ground this morn- 
ing. Everything waa loBt. Mr. Roborts 
escaped by jumping from tho window and 
placing a ladder, rescued his wifo and three 
children. 

Two residoncos, one belonging to William 
Donalda'in, woro burned ab Brundon to-day. 

Tho wife of Robert Lischer diod suddenly 
last night. 

Mra. Sarah Honry, of Virden, is chargod 
with hoxing Bot firo to hor dwelling houoo 
with intent to defraud. 

At the Conservative convention for East 
Assinaboia, hold at Whitewood to day, J. 
McAudy, of Moosomin, was eoloctod as tho 
candidate Thoro wore seven aspirants for 
tho nomination, including Major Bell and 
W. McDonald. Tho present member, 
Major Bell, wus 3G votes behind MoAudy. 

THE PATHONS^QUARBELLING. 

Their Members' Support of the Ontario Gov- 
ernment Fees System the Latest 
Cause of Discontent. 

Toronto, March 20. — Whilo discussing 
tho fooB commission report in tho legislature 
yosterday, Dr. Meacham, Conservative, 
moved that oountry oflioials bo appointed 
by country oounoila instoad of by tho prov- 
ince. This waa dofeatod 50 to 23. Mr. Mo- 
Coll, Patron, said that that party advooatod 
tho appointmont of ofiioialB by popular 
voto, and theroforo thoy votod against the 
motion. The P.P. A. membors voted for ib. 
Tho voto which tho Patrons gave upholding 
tho govornmont'a fees policy may resulb in 
tho disruption of tho wholo body. Mr. 
Kidd, of Carlton, and Bocrobary of tho 
ordor, was nob present to voto. 
" I am vory sorry," ho said. 
" I would oortolnly havo voted 
and spoken for the amendment whioh tho 
Conservatives brought in. Tho Patrone 
mado a most serious miBtako, and aro mak- 
ing aorious miatakos all along. They aro 
dead now, they havo lost tholr icfluenco in 
tho country, and thoir power aftor tho noxb 
Dominion olootlon will bo nothing." 

NOW IT IS THtfB8TON. 

Another Foreign Minister Asked to Withdraw 
by the Sensitive U. S. Government. 

Washington, Maroh 20. — Hawaiian 
Miniator Thurston doolines to either affirm 
or deny tho report that GreBham has aBked 
his govornmenb to rooall him. Chairman 
Morgan, of tho sonate oommittoo on foreign 
relations, refused to discuss tho act of 
Grosham in demanding the recall of tho 
Hawaiian minister. He said Ib was an 
affair Bolely botweon Qresham and the minis- 
ter. Discussing the rumor that one of the

reasons why Greshom had askod for the 
withdrawal of Thurston was because of his 
activity In Bollolling the Bupport of the 
senators in tho Hawaiian cable scheme. 
Morgan said that Thutdtoii had nob ap- 
proached him or any other members of tho 
oommittoo so far aB'ho knew on that or any 
othor snbjoct in whioh the govornmenb of 
Hawaii was interested. 

Persons familiar with the course of Haw- 
aiian affairs in oongress express no surprlss 
at the rooall of Thurston. Members of both 
houses, who supported the polioy of tho ad- 
ministration in Hawaiian matters, made no 
secret of their dissatisfaction with tho al- 
leged oourse of Thurston In furnishing in- 
formation to tho friends of his government 
for use in debates. McCroary, chairman of 
the houso committee on foreign uffura, la 
said to havo been considerably provokod at 
Thurston's aotivity in matters brought bo- 
foro congress, and tho atory goes that ho 
told Grosham of Thurston's frequent pre- 
sence at tho capital, and the beliof that ho 
waa furnishing the opponents of tho admin- 
istration with facta and figures for use on 
tho floor. Grosham refueod to-day to make 
any statoment.

Gladstone and the Armenians. 

London, Maroh 20. — Francis Seymour 
Stevenson, M.P., chairman of the Anglo- 
Armonian Association on behalf of tho TifllB 
Armenians, will present to Mr. Gladstone 
when tho latter roturna to London the un- 
dent copy of the Armenian gospels inBorlbod 
upon vellum, whioh is to accompany tho ad- 
dress to the ex-Premier now being signed by 
the Armonians there. In a recent lettor 
Mr. Gladstone aays he haB abandoned hope 
that the conduct of affiirs in Armenia will 
ohange for the hotter. The Sultan, he de- 
clares, is no longer worthy the courtesy of 
diplomatic usage or Christian toleranco. 
The ex- Premior promises thab when tho gos- 
pels aro formally presented to him on his re- 
turn to London he will deliver a rallying 
uddrcBu uu behalf of the Armenians. 

Canadian Copyright. 

London, March 20. — The society of auth- 
ors secured more than one thousand signa- 
tures to Its petition against the Canadian 
copyright. All the most conBpiouous writ- 
ers and publishers signed it. Tho petition 
is now in the hands of Lord Ripon, secretary 
of tho colonies. 

Canndlan Cattle In Belelum. 

London, Maroh 20. — There is reason to 
expect that Belgium soon will remove Ita 
prohibition of Canadian cattle as the result 
of consular inquiries disproving the existence 
of diBoasos havo boen communicated by tbe 
government to the Balgian oabinet. 

Colonial Exhibition. 

LondoNi Maroh .20.— A monster exhibi- 
tion of colonial resources will be opened in 
AgrioolturaUiall nnxt Jnlv. Geheral.Bool " 
of the Salvation Army, will organiza the ex 
bibit of Canadian produce. 

Dangerous Freight. 

Amsterdam, Maroh 20. — While dynamite 
was being transferred in email boats to ves- 
sels anchored in the Rhine, near Lobith, yes- 
terday Bixteen hundred cases of tho explo- 
sive, the oontentB of two of the boats, ex- 
ploded. The boats and crews were blown 
to atoms. 

Wants to Know. 

London, Maroh 20. — Sir Edward Gray, 
in reply to a question of Mr. Hugh Lotbrell, 
who haa aBked for information rogardlng 
the case of Mr. Richards, who was sentenced 
to dooth for taking part in the rebellion ob 
Hawaii and whose sentence was subsequent- 
ly oommutod to three years imprisonment 
and a fine of $10,000, Baid thab as soon 88 
tho nocessary papers wero received the gov- 
ernment would deoido whether ib could In- 
terforo. 

Important Irish mil Passed. 
London, March 20.— In the House of 
Commons to-day, the bill introducod by Mr. 
Timothy Hoaley, giving to every ratepayer 
in Ireland a vote in tho borough in whioh ho 
is rated, pasBod ita sooond reading. Tho 
measuro has boen brought forward annually 
for tho last twenty yours, and its progroBS 
blocked by tho Conservative moinbBrs of tho 
houso. Mr. llalfour and othor Conservative 
speakers to-day announcsd that they ap- 
proved the measuro. 

Another Steamer mussing. 
London, March 20.— A dispatoh from 
Seville says tho Spanish atoamor Carpio, 
which sailed henoo for that port on Fobru 
ary 27, is supposed to have boon lost in 
the reoont heavy gales. Ib Ib belioved thab 
all of hor orow have perished. 

Troops From Spain. 

Havana, Maroh 20. — Tho Btoamor Alfon- 
so XIII arrived at Guonabaooa to day with 
two battalions of infantry, whioh woro em- 
barked at Baroolona. 

Keller for Newfoundland. 

London, March 20.— Herbert Mnrray, 
formorly chairman of tho customs dopirb 
ment, will starb to-morrow for Nowfound 
land to diatrlbuto a relief fund for the Im 
perial govornmonb. In colonial ciroleo tho 
appointmont Ib crlticisod sevoroly, on tho 
ground that Mr. Murray haa had no official 
or othor oxporionoo in tho colonies. 

Monument to Blr John Mncdonald. 

London, Maroh 20 — The bronze work for 
t!io monumont to ho orootod in Montreal to 
tho memory of Sir John Maadonald, haB 
boen completed and Is ready to bo shipped 
on tho atoamor aftor tho opening of navi- 
gation. 

A grand concert will bo given by tho 
A. O. U. W. association at thoir hall on 
Friday, Maroh 22ad, ab 8 p. m., under tho 
dirootion of A. L. Francis. Tho boat 
musioal talent in the olty will assist.

Washington, Maroh 20.— Ib is probable 
bhab Ambassador Bayard will bo inatruotod 
by oable to call tho attention of tho British 
government to tha ultimatum addressed to 
Nicaragua, and tc ask for an explanation of 
British purposes. The British embassy has 
received no information yeb as to tho ulti- 
matum of Great Britain to Nicaragua for the 
payment of §75,000 within aovon wooks In 
redress for tho expulsion of Hitoh, its con- 
sular agont, from Bluefiolds, and of tho dis- 
patch of a British warship to back up the 
ultimatum. Undor those circumstances it 
is thoughb in offiaial oiroles that tho subject 
may bo handled through the British aubhor- 
ItioB in Nicaragua, although it is usual bo 
adviso tho ambassador horo of a demand of 
this kind. Gon. Barrios, tho Nloaraguan 
envoy, left this morning for New York. 

Tha subjeob must ba handled with great 
delicacy and prudence, and taken in connec- 
tion with the attempt Mr. Bayard is mak- 
ing in aooordanoo with the formal direction 
of congress to Beouro submission to arbitra- 
tion of the boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela will test his diplo- 
matic abilities to tho utmost to maintain 
cordial relations with tho government to 
whioh ho is accredited, while persisting in 
foreing npon its attention those disagree- 
able subjects. 

It is apprehended here, in view of the 
statements made in parliament yeuterduy by 
Sir Edward Gray, the parliamentary secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, that Mr. Bayard 
has alroady met with a oheuk in his 
attempt to puBh tho arbitration mat- 
ter. This would be very unfortunate 
just at this iimo, for It would oblige the 
Presidenb to oonsider and deoide what fur- 
ther steps are necessary to give effeob bo the 
intention of oongress and protect tho re- 
public of Venezuela from enoroaohmenti 
upon hor territory. It la felb in diplomatlo 
circles here that the signs are certainly 
ominous of approaching trouble in the South, 
with British warships bound for Nicaragua 
to oolleot indemnity undor duress, with a 
Frenoh war vessel bound for La Guayra, 
Venezuela, to take the expelled Frenoh 
minlstor aboard, leaving a wide broach of 
diplomatlo relations, and with othor Euro- 
pean nations threatening to follow Great 
Britain's example in coercing the small Cen- 
tral and South American republics Into the 
payment of debts and indemnities. 

Washington, Maroh 20— The prospect 
of serious complications whioh threatens the 

oncroaohmenbon Venezuela and Nicaragua, 
has assumed a phase of suoh danger to the 
prinolple laid down in the Monroe dootrlne 
that a Bpaoial cabinet conference waa held at 
tho White Houso this afteruoon to discuss 
the subject. There is no doubt what- 
ever thab the subjects are considered 
by the President and Seoretary Grosham 
of muoh greater import to this 
oounbry than the Allianca inoident or the 
recall of Minlstor Thurston and must be 
handled with unuBual delicacy, and with 
the knowledge that a misBtep may plunge 
che government into embaraBBlng complica- 
tions with not one, bub several, of the prin- 
cipal European nations. The oonferonoe 
waa attended by tho President, Seorebary 
Grosham, Seoretary Carlisle, Abtorney-Gen- 
oral Olney, and Secretary Lamonb, Ib Is 
said that Mr. Bayard has failed to 
arrange the Moequito tribes with the British 
government in a manner satisfactory to the 
United States. Great Britain's ultimatum 
to Nicaragua demanding an indemnity for 
the expulsion of Mr. Hatch, the British 
oonsular agent, from Blue-fields and the ro- 
port thab a British warship is on her way 
to enforce the demand, is tha latest known 
serious phase of tho difficulties growing 
out of the Bluefields affair, and as 
action by this government may in- 
volve a new construction of the 
Monroe dootrino It can bo seen how slowly 
and oarofully tho President and his advisors 
uro obliged to feel their way to prevent any 
possibility of blunder, or to neglect any ad- 
vantage that might woaken tho general 
sponsorship which the United States gov- 
ernment holds over the South American and 
Central American republics. In the Vene- 
zuelan »!T-iIr tho United Statoa government 
finds itaolf oppoaed to suoh strong adver- 
saries ub Great Britain, France, Gormany, 
with Belgium as an incidental factor. 

Tho sottlomonb of tho olalm of Great 
Britain to certain Vonczulan territory Ib tho 
maiu cause for alarm, and to this is added 
tho prospeob that Germany will send war- 
ships to collect a large amount of monoy 
guaranteed Gorman contractors for the con- 
struction of tbe Contral Venezuelan rail- 
road. Franoo and Belgium havo a oommon 
ground for action disturbing to tho peaoe of 
tho llttlo South American ropublio ; namely, 
tho expulsion of tbo French and Belgian 
miniotors from that oountry. Both govern- 
ments have protcstod against tho expulsion 
and Franco will send a naval vobsoI to take 
their envoys homo. Tho Monroo dootrlne 
and its ramifications contain ample authority 
ib is said, for the United States to display 
an actlvo intorcnt in the throatoning attitudo 
of Groat Britain and Gormany, and whilo 
the probable action of Franco and Belgium 
does not seemingly oorao with tho Boope of 
tho dootrino, ib is understood to be tho 
belief of this government thab all 
four of tbo powera involved will 
join issue in opposition to tho United 
States to socure their several ends, 
and suoh amalgamation is likely to beget a 
doBiro on tho part of all to oxtond their 
dominions. Tho oonforonco at tho White 
Houso to day was noooeBarily of a strictly 
soorot character, bub it is learned on good 
uuthority that nothing definite was agreed 
upon.

Fire at Royal City Mills-Iron Mines 
Bonded— Vancouver's Opera 
House. 



Illegal Sturgeon Fisbing— Wood lor 
Paper Making-Spring Pros- 
pects in Cariboo. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER* 

Vancouver, March 20. — Tho drying kiln 
of the Royal City millfl, Vancouver branch, 
took fire at about 8:30 this morning. The 
kiln ia heatod by Bteam, and aa there were 
no stoves in tho building ib ia difficult to 
traoe the cause of the fire. Tho kiln ia 
situated in tho midst of a number of build 
ings and a high wind was blowing during 
tho fire, bat tho fire brigade suoceoded in 
confining the fire to the kiln, even tho lum 
ber piled around tho burning building boing 
saved. There waa about §3,000 worth of 
stook in the drying room and the kiln coBt 
55,000. The entire mill property is well 
insured with Messrs, MoInniB & Richards, 
and Mr. Ceperley'a companies, so that the 
loss will not be groat. On the road to tho 
fire the team of ono of tho onginea ran 
away, and besides smashing a plate glass 
window on Carroll street broke the axle of 
tho engine. 

Richmond municipality has formod a Con 
Borvative association and eleoted James 
Tuttle prosident. 

The committee appointed by tho counoil 
to consider the advisability and praotloabil 
ity of assisting the management of the Opera 
house in keeping the houBO open have do. 
clined to grant any aid in the way of re 
duclng taxes. The council, however, will 
charge no liconBe. This will bo a saving of 
SlOOayearin exponsoa. 

The Rodondo iron minoa, Redondo island, 
B.C., and tho Glen iron mines near Kam 
loops, have been bonded by an Amorican 
firm who are negotiating to establish iron 
works near Seattle. Tho riahness of these 
iron ores has been previously pointed out 
in the Colonist The Redondo mine runs 
between 60 and Go and the Glen mine 65 per 
cent. When the Soattlo iron works aro 
running full capaoity thoy claim they will 
want some 300 tons of oro per day, which 
will bo taken entirely from theso mines. 

Dr. Brodie, of Hawaii, who professionally 
attended the only man killed in tho last re- 
bellion, ia in tho city. Dr. Brodie says the 
track of tho two bullets formed a complete 
cross on the broaat and touched no vital 
spot, and that tho patient did not die from 
causes direotly attributable to the gun 
wounds.

Fenton, Falk, Eriokaon, Archibald, Jamie- 
son, Anderson, Halcrow, Burgoss and Bos- 
hum were yesterday fined $20 each f jr fish- 
ing for stnrgeon with illegal goar. The 
trial took place at Mission district court 
before J.'s P. Bulwer and Thompson. 

The barque Artemis, with a lumber oargo 
valued at §9,115, and the Carmoney, with a 
cargo valued at 315,000, were towed to sea 
to-day. 

The Hawaiian barque Leahi, with $3,588 
worth of lumber, said for San Franoisco 
from the Brunette millB to-day. 

Mr. Warren Curtis, treasurer and general 
manager of the Hudson Rivor Pulp and 
Paper Manufacturing Co., is in the city ar- 
ranging for the purohaso of wood for his 
mills. To a reportor Mr. Curtis expressed 
surprise that there were not more paper 
mills in Canada seeing how valuable Cana- 
dian woods, especially apruce, are in the 
manufacture of papor. In fact, they aro so 
much more valuable than United Sbatea 
woods that American manufacturers got all 
their wood from this side, 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, March 20.— After atioking for 
three houra the jury in the Molnnes &. Mo- 
Innea case roportod that they were unable 
bo agree. At 7:30 they reported aix to six. 
After they were discharged by tho judge tho 
jurymen stated that thoy stood eight to 
tour for acquittal, and thought if they had 
been out another hour or two tbey would 
have rondered a verdiob of " not guilty." 
The case now goes over to the regular 
assizes. 

QIJKSNEILE MOUTH. 

Quksnelle Modtii, March 14. — There is 
evory prospect of an early spring for Cari 
boo. The Frasor ia opened up, which will 
mlnimiso the danger from lloods, aa last 
yoar tho river wsb cloaed so much longer, 
and we had no April freshets. 

Tho winter altogothor has been excep- 
tionally fine, and an early spring will help 
tho minora. Peoplo aro beginning to como 
up, and we hear of many othora on tho way. 
A few men havo como withoub moans of any 
kind, and that class would do woll to stay 
out of Cariboo.

Elections are in tho air and wo can ueauro 
that young aspirant for political honors, 
Mr. Bostock that Cariboo will vote al- 
most to a man for Mr. Mara, M.P., who is a 
Canadian, an able epoakor and haa proved 
hia ability in tho House of Commons and 
won hiB spurs years ago, but wo shall bo 
glad to welcome Mr. Bostock, as ib will give 
a zest to the meetings and agroator triumph 
to Mr. Mara. Opposition is tho lifo of poli- 
tics as of business and ib will amuse voterans 
in politica to hoar tho flights of fancy to 
whioh Mr. Bostook -may soar.

Last yoar I waB Instruotod by the Honor- 
ablo'Minister of Agriculture to forward, aa 
far as praotlcablo, two samples to oaoh ap- 
plicant, but tho implications received wore 
ao numorous that on thia baaia of distribu- 
tion all tho available stook had been promis- 
ed by tho middlo of February, and all later 
applicants could not be supplied. 

Thia year my instructions aro to aond ono 
aamplo only to eaoh applioant, with tho 
hope that with thia limitation every f»rmor 
in tho Dominion who so desires may share 
in tho benefits of this useful branch of tho 
work of the experimental farms. 

Th<3 distribution now in progress oonaiats 
of tho moot promising sorts of oats, barley, 
spring wheat, pease, field corn and pota- 
toes. Already more than 7,000 applications 
havo boon filled. All f»rmero doairlog to 
par:l.:ipato in this distribution should send 
in their applicationa early, and state whioh 
of the above named sampleB they would pre- 
fer, and their wishes will be mot as far aa 
practicable, until tho available stook is ex- 
hausted. The grain can bo sonb early, but 
the potatoes will not bo distributed nntll 
the danger of being injured in transit by 
frost is over. Bettors addressed to tho Cen- 
tral Experimental farm may bo aenb free of 
postage.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
$10,000, Borrowed under the 
Authority of tho "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses. 

WHEREAS under and by virtuo of section 41 
of Tho Municipal Act Amondmont Act, 1894, 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria la om- 
poworod, when it shall havo a sum of monoy 
on hand which has boon borrowed for a spocial 
purpoao by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
whon tho Counoil dooms it undeeirablo to ox- 
pond for such purpoao tho nionoy borrowed, to 
placo beforo tho ratepayers a by-law providing 
for tho oxponding of such aum of monoy for 
somo other purpose ; 

And whereas tho Baid Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria has a sum of ton thousand 
dollaiB on hand which haa boon borrowod for 
tho purpoeo of catablishlng a crematory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known aa tho 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ;

And wiuckkas it is doomod oxpodiont and 
necessary to improvo tho sorvico of tho Firo 
Department within tho Municipal limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and for that purposo to 
raiso by way of loan upon tho crodit of tho 
said City tho sum of 819,000.00; 

And WHEREAS it will require tho Bum of 
8H95.00 to bo raised annually by rato for pay.

And whereas tho wholo ratablo land and

ADAMS ASSAULT CASE. 

The Magistrates Decide to Dispose of 
tlie Matter by Summary 
Trial. 

Defendant Fined and Bound to Keep 
the Peace for Six 
Months. 

The provincial police court room was not 
largo enough yesterday to bold tho crowd 
that gathered to hear the evidence in th>; 
Haddington Island assault case. Ib looked 
for a while as though thero waa to be an- 
other adjournment, but Mosars. E. Pearaon 
and Robert Ward, tho justices of tho peace 
who presided, dooided thab the ease must go 
on. 

After the amended information had been 
read charging Frank AdaniB with assaulting 
and inflicting bodily harm on E. C. Howoll, 
at Haddington island, on March 11, tho de- 
fer dunb pleaded nob guilty and expreBBed a 
wish to be tried summarily. 

Mr. A. G. Smithy deputy attornoy gen- 
eral, who appeared for tho orown, suld he 
was roady to go on with tho proceedings un 
dor tho usual preliminary hearing for an in- 
dictable offence, bub if thoro was to bo sum 
mary trial ho would request an ad juurnmont 
to got more witnesses) from tho island. Ho 
had found that ho wab mistaken in thinking 
Copt. Anderson was present on tho occasion 
of tho assault, and tho only other witnesses 
available in court woro those for tho dt fence 
Either the case should be postponed or else 
what witnesses wore preaonb might bo ex- 
amined, and if thoir ovldonco waa not sufli 
cient to send tho accused up for trial or to 
oonviob, tho oaso might boaenb to tho magis- 
trate in Nanaimo dlstriob, where tho offooco 
occurred, to tako further ovldence. 

Mr. H. D. Holmcken for the dofence was 
willing to have a postponement, but the 
court decided that the caso should proceed 
and be tried summarily. 

E. C. Howell, when called to tho stand, 
took objeation to Mr. Ward sitting to try 
tho case on tho ground thab ho was inter- 
ested financially in tho tug Velos, which 
brought down Adams' itone from the 
quarry. 

"Direotly and indirectly Mr. Ward is 
interested, " protested tho witness, " and 
my oaBe oannob be properly tried by him, 
Id should go before a properly qualified 
stipendiary magistrate," 

Mr. Ward replied that ho certainly would 
not sib on the trial of the caso if not properly 
qualified; but he sat thero to do his duty 
without fear or favor. He would bo neg- 
lecting his duty if ho refused to aob. Ho 
would note tho objeation, as he supposed the 
witness had rc ferenco to tho firm of whloh 
he (Mr. Ward) was a member, being agents 
for tho tug Volos. 

Mr. Howell being sworn, told of his ar- 
rival at Hiddlugton island on the 11th inst. 
whore ho had been dirtoted by tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works to examine 
the quarry. He carried lottors for Mr, 
Adams from tho Chief Commissioner and 
the architect of the parliament buildings. 
When ho landed, he ojnversed for a few 
seconds with the foreman, then came over to 
Adams and handed him tho letters. Adama 
had only read part of tho Chief Commis- 
sioner's lettor when he said : 

" So this Is some of your b y work. 

I wanted to catch you In a place liko thia ; 

I'll have your d d life. You'll nob leave 

here alive." 

Then when witness turnod to walk away 
Adams rushed at him and struck him on the 
right ear, making the blood flow. Witness 
fell to his knees and when he rose Adama 
hit him twice again, outting his Hp and 
striking him on top of tho head. Witness 
fell on his b .ck and Adams was pulled away 
by Mr, Mallandaine and Mr. Joel. Witneaa 
triod to get out of the way afterwards when 
Adama with oaths was rushing about trying 
to got ab him. Adams wanted bhen to make 
up and shake hands, bub witneaa would 
not. 

"Adams told me," said tho witness, 
" thab there waa a baud of five sworn to do 
for me and Rattenbury, and that he expoot 
ed he would havo to go to the penitentiary 
before this job was over. 

During tho oroBS-examination by Mr. 
Holmcken thero was a little sparring be- 
tween counsel, Mr. Helmcken asking for the 
production of witness' lettor of instructions 
from tho Chief Commissioner and Mr. Smith 
objecting to " satisfy idlo curiosity." Tho 
letter was not produced. 

Dr. 0. M. Jones briefly testified thab he 
had examined Mr. Howell and fourd him 
suffering from a brulso on tho ear and a cut 
lip, besides bruises on the knees. Tbo 
bruises were not serious. 

A. J. Joel, who saw tho trouble, consider- 
ed Howell's manner curt in handing tho let- 
ters to Mr. Adams. Ho swore thab Adams, 
as far as ho could see, only struck ono blow, 
and then caught Howell by the oollor, whon 
witness ar>d Mr. Mallandaino Interfered. 

E. E. Mallandaine, jr. , swore thab Howell 
was between five and fifteen minutes uuhore 
beforo handing Adams tho letters. Prao- 
tically he told tho samo etory of tho aBsault 
as Joel, though more minutely. Adams 
had taken off his coat beforo attacking 
Howoll. Only ono blow was atruok, but 
aftorwardB Adams pulled Howell down by 
tho coat tails and in falling HowoII'b hoad 
waB cut on a atono. Aftor being struck 
Howoll dodged around astono pile trying to 
keop out of Adams' way. 

Mr. Helmokon maintained that a small 
fino would suit tho case, while Mr. Smith, 
for tho defenoo, denounced the assault as a 
brutal and oowardly ono. Moreover, tho 
throats had boon uncontradicted and Adama 
Bhould bo bound ovor to keep tho peaco. 

A sentence of §25 and costB was imposed, 
defondant being lurthor obliged to give 
bonds, himself for $200 and two aurotioa 
of $100 oaoh, to koop i tho peace for six 
months. 



A DEFIANT SPANIARD. 

He .(notifies tho AUIanca Incident and Kc- 
calls During Deeds of His Navy. 

Ket West. Fla., March 20.— La Union 
Constitutional, a semi-official nowspapor 
ab Havana, roviows tho allegations in tho 
Alllanca case and opIneB that if that vessol 
was roally fired upon, tho Spanish oom- 
mandor was fully justified. It assumos that 
thoro waB something suspicious in tho ap- 
poaranco or movements of tho vessel and 
whon tho Spanish cruisof propoaod to ex- 
amine her sho ran away, and ib thereupon 
fired after hor. A part of the newspaper's 
assumption Ib that tho steamer did nob Bhow 
her colors whon called upon to do bo. Tho 
nrtiolo then rociiea tho achievements of the 
Spanish navy and proaoods: "Lob ib bo 
known, then, that our navy of to-day Ib tho 
samo of Lopanto, Trafalgar, and Callao. 
Ib is tho samo that tho Austrian admiral 
Tcgshoff pointed out to his officers to 
be imitated boforo sinking tho Italian 
float at Llssa. They aro of the same raco 
and blood aa those who fought and fell bo- 
iore San Sobaatlan on ships that wero un- 



protected, the same who at Malilla pun 
ished the Moors of Menhadan and Riff for 
their insult?, the same thab on boud the 
Sachez Baraosta, in the Alcedo and tho 
Santa Maria defied, and corquered tho tern 
peats of the ocean, and the same that during 
the late naval revlow received universal ad- 
miration. Finally they aro tho same men 
thab on sea and land uro unconquerable It 
would be well that tho United S'ates should 
bear ibis in mind, so that tho prestige of 
that nation may nob suffer in the conten- 
tions thab may ariao through adventurerB 
and traitors who make war on Spain and 
hernoblo sons, and let that nation remem 
ber that laws of neutrality wero mado for 
nations that know how to respeot them." 

FREE TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

Is It a Blessing or a Curse to a Nation of 
Manufacturers 1 

The followlog article from the Macoloa- 
field Courier and Herald, will be read with 
interesb by Canadian readers : 

Are cheap goods a boon to tho produoer ? 
In othor words, is free trade a blessing or a 
curse to a nation of manufacturers? In 
cheso parts tho subject has beon bo fully and 
froely discussed thab it seems as if nothing 
now could bo said on the question, but ib is 
ono of those topics which bo vitally affoct 
us all thab wo cannot have too much insight 
into It. Tho question has beon raieed by 
Mr. Blitchford, author of " Merrio Eng- 
land," whom that young and amartly-writ- 
ten periodical, To-day, describes as "a gen- 
tleman with boautiful idoals but childishly 
impracticable mothodp," ond procoeds : 

" In arguing this quoation of freo trade, 
Mr. Blatchford haB, beneficially for his 
cause, put his Aroadion droams behind him, 
and has doalt with this world of strifo and 
Birugglo as he GndB ib. Free trade, halt a 
century ago, was the panacea for all human 
ills. Undur free trade everybody was to bo 
happy, healthy, woalthy and wiso. To oven 
now hint a word againBb ib is considered 
rank blasphomy by tho older achool of poli 
tioal thinkors. Bub tho young men evory 
whore aro atking themselves il wo havo not 
given tho drug sufficient experiment, or, at 
all oventp, whother the 6urroundlnga havo 
not changed and tho conditions altered to 
an extent sufficient to render a now treat 
menb advisable 

" Cheap food Is exoellenb If you havo bhe 
money to buy it; but a throoponny loi.f is 
of very little value to a man with only three 
halfpence in hie pockeb, and of leas value 
still to tho man who has nothing. Free 
trade has given us oheap goods, and it has 
taken away employment from EngliBh work- 
ers to an ularming extent. If wo wero all 
consumers, living on an income derived from 
an investment iu consols, freo trade could 
nob bo too highly praised ; bub our political 
guides forget that we have to earn our in- 
oims as well ae to spend it, and many of 
our leading industries are boing completely 
killed by tho unchecked competition of 
countries where, living being cheaper, labor 
is content with a much loss wago. 

" In the measurable future il will be a 
question whether any English manufaatu.er 
can pay his way, and then what is to I '■ 
come of our army of workers? To ell r 
thorn 1 a free breakfast table' will be no 
answer to a man looking for employment. 
Free trade has practically killed agriculture 
already, and made us of necesaity a land of 
ooalpits and Bmoky faotorles. That may bo 
very good as far as it goes, bub what is to 
booome of ub when free trade, having rend- 
ered it impossible for us to grow our own 
food, also renders ib impossiblo for us to 
earn our living by manufacture ? To save a 
few pence a yard on our wife's print frock 
wo pay tho prico of thousands of out-of- 
work operatives in Lancashire. Wo hold 
up our hands in horror at the hard hearted 
farmer, but it is we, my good friends, with 
our cheap loaf made from importod corn 
who havo driven tho agricultural laborers 
to swell the useless swarm of unneeded life 
iu our great towns, and who pay the few 
remaining on tho land a starvation wago 
thab does nob enable them to Eeep thom- 
solved and tholr families from actual daily 
hunger. 

I shall be told thab all this has been 
thrashed out years ago; that tho thing has 
all been settled and done with. But who 
are the people who have so kindly ' settled 
and done with It' for ub ? and will the 
mombers of tho Cobden Club give me Bomo 
proof of their superhuman wiadom that will 
force mo to believe that when once they 
have considered a thing thero is no further 
need for thought upon the subject? Catch- 
penny phraBoa invented to bamboozle votee 
from fools aro ourBtock politioal arguments. 
The big froe trudo loaf stuck on tho ond of a 
pole oan win an election, bub ib docs nob fill 
the bellies of our unemployed thousands. 
Free trade has been of immense benefit — to 
tho political wirepullers. It is timo now 
that tho subject waa considered from the 
point of view of tho nation." 

We most heartily endorse ovory word 
uttered by To Diy on tho subject, and ao 
must tho poor silk weavers of Macclesfiold 
and Congleton, whoso industry haa been so 
ooveroly hit by the one-sided system of freo 
trade— a system which enableB tho foroignor 
to como into our markets and purloin our 
trade while ho hedges his own with a high 
wall of prohibitory tariffs, and practically 
shuts us out from anything liko fair com- 
petition. And tho Iamentublo thing about 
it all is that tho commerce of tho country is 
tho very last thing that parliament will ad- 
dress iteolf to. This was shown by tho mis- 
erable tactics of tho government on TueB- 
day night, when they tried to count out tho 
house on a commercial eubjeot, on which 
they had ultimately to oat humblo pio. 
Timo after timo haa tho hon. member for 
MaoolcBfield division (Mr. W. Bromloy- 
Davonport) triod to bring tho depressed 
condition of our ataplo industry 
and the inequalities of tho present 
fiicttl system bolorn ' ho House of CommonB, 
but the radical gov. i umont haB auooeaafully 
prevented him boing hoard— the appoal of 
tho Buffering thousands dopendanb on tho 
silk trade is nothing to Lord Roaebory and 
and his satellitiea — the welfare of tho com- 
merce of tho country has to " play aocond 
fiddlo" to auoh abBurditiea as Homo Rule, 
Welsh disestablishment, Looal Vote, Ono- 
Man One- Vote, otc. How long will tho 
constituencies bo content to toleruto thiB in- 
iquitous condition of things ? Tho trado of 
Lancashire is boing hit hard, and Lancashire 
is calling oub with no uncertain vuice. Wo 
havo always felt in regard to this quoetion 
that whon tho great ootton industry waa at- 
tacked the Bilk t.rado and other industriea 
would bo heard in tho great appeal to tho 
nation. It is coming. " Whab Lancaahlro 
says to-day, England Baya to morrow," 
Lord Beaconafiold onco doolarod. He wus 
prophotic In many important utterances ; 
wo truat ho was In thia.

THE OOSVENTION. 

It did not take the Conservatives of Vio 
toria long to choose men to represent them 
in tho next Houao of Commons. The Con 
vontlon on Tuesday evening moant busi 
ness. Those who composed it lost no time 
in idle spceohifylog and in needless roao 
luting. The business of tho nomination was 
done in a wonderfully short time. Every 
one seemed to have made up his mind who 
his nominees were to bo, and it did seem as 
if all had selected tho same men. When the 
two sitting members, Messrs. Kirlo and 
Prior, were nominated, everyone appeared to 
be satisfied. There was not an attempt 
to name anyone else. The Convention was 
told by tho Chairman that eaoh member 
was tree to pat a candidate in nomination 
and that every facility to do so had been 
provided, bub no one seemed in the least 
disposed to exeroiao tho privilege. Prior 
and Earle wero evidently the spontaneous 
ohoioe of the Convention, and we feel quite 
sure that the Conservatives who did not 
attend the Convention approve tho oholce 
The old members have served the oonatitu 
enoy faithfully, and there is no valid reason 
why either of them should be replaced. Aa 
ia always the oase, there was a little growling 
in the constituency when the leotion was 
first talked of, but when the 
t;me for aatlon came, when the electors 
were required to aoloct men to represent 
them in the next Parliament, they found 
that there wore nob mon available who 
would be abler, more diligent in tho per 
formanoe of their duties, or had the inter- 
ests of the district more at heart than the 
old members. This, we bolieve, is the 
secret of tho unanimity on Tuesday even 
tag. Tho Convention came to a sound and 
sensible conclusion. They knew that 
Messrs. Earle and Prior had aervod them 
faithfully and that the best thing they could 
do was to trusb them again, 

Tho speeohos whioh the nomlneoa of tho 
convention made were modest, sensible de 
livorances. They wore business speoohea 
from the first word to the last. They 
showed that the men who deliverod them 
had studied the questions that aro before 
the country closely and wore prepared to 
vote on thom intelligently. The truth ia 
both the speochoB contained moro solid in- 
formation and showod that the spoakorB had 
a bettor appreciation of tho work thoy would 
as mombors of Parliament have to do, than 
thogroatly moro protontloua orations of the 
phraso-emkers of tho Opposition. 

Of tho return of tho gentlemen ohonon by 
tho Convention, wo have no doubt, Vio 
toria is atill truo to tho National Policy. 
Its citizens havo too much sonao to rejeob ib 
for tho nondoscrlpt thing which tho Liberals 
are trying to foist on the country as a 
polioy. 

OBANOES OF VIEW. 

The Halifax Chroniolo insists upon Mr. 
Laurior'a right to chango his mind on the 
trade question. " Had nob Mr. Laurior," 
It indignantly asks, " tho rlghb to change 
his viows on bhat quoation ? " Of oourso hu 
had. No sensible man questions M 
Laurior'a right to change hie viows on that 
or any othor question. This is a freo 
country, and mon'g minds in a froo country 
aro unfottored. Ib is on record thab tho 
Liboral Loader made a very good uso of his 
freedom in thia mattor. Ib can truly bo 
said that with respect to tho 
trado quoation Mr. Laurlor haa beoa 
everything by burna and nothing long. In 
187G wo boo that ho was a mild protoation- 
1st. We dare aay if wo wonb u libtlo furthor 
baok wo would find him onthuaiastlo on tho 
sido of protection. In that year ho said : 

Ib Ib assortod by many, and assumed by 
othors, that free trade is ft Liberal principle 
and protoation a Conservative principle. 
If I woro in Groat Britain I would bo a froo 
trudor, but I um a Canadian born and a resi- 
dent horo, and I think that wo requiro pro- 
tection. Wo havo within ourselves tho 
ability to create an industry. If ib bo shown 
that wo cannot maintain it unleaa by legisla- 
tion oither in tho way of premium or pre. 



hibltory tariff, then I should be ready to 
take thab Into consideration. 

As Mr. Laurior'a oommeroial education 
progressed his viows widened to a certain 
extent. In 1889 ho was ready so far to 
modify his views of protection as to be 
willing to enter a trado oompaot with the 
United Statea. Comtrcroial union, it musb 
ho remembered, did not mean freo trade. 
Ib waa, on the contrary, modified protection. 
Under ib Canada would consent to adopt 
tho 'United Sbatos tariff aa her own. In 
that oase Canada would be protectionist 
with roapoob to all tho world oxoept the 
United States. Thia is what Mr. Laurior 
said on thab subjoot at Oakville in 1888 : 

Unrestricted rsolproolty will triumph as 
sure as day succeeds to night. 

When Sir Richard Cartwrighb proposed 
his resolution lasb session ho know bhab Ib 
would be defeated. Ho will renew it next 
Bossion, and he knows lb will bo defeated 
then; he will ronow lb tho session after 
that, and ho knows ib will be defeabed ; ho 
will renew ib again and again, bub in tho 
meantime there will be a genoral election— 
and we believe tho result of that oleotion 
will be tho return of a majority, whothor 
Conservative or Reformers, pledged to sup- 
port a treaty of unroatrloted reoiproolty 
between Canada and tho United States. 

Next year in Toronto he Baid : 

Tho polioy that we advocate, and whioh 
we will continue to advocate, is tho removal 
of all oommorolal barriers between this coun- 
try and the United Statoa. . . . Tho 
Liboral party In Canada will remain truo to 
the oauso until it has triumphed. 1 do not 
oxpecb to win In a day or a year. T am pre- 
pared for a long battle and to stand in tho 
cold shades of opposition until tho cuubo has 
triumphed. 

Our roadera no doubt romombor Sir Rioh- 
ard Cartwright's definition of unrestricted 
reciprocity. It was tho United States and 
Canada in matters of trado against tho 
world, Groat Britain of course inoluded. 

Tho noxb throo or four yoara was a period 
of transition on tho trade question with the 
Liboral leader. Ho was then gebtlng clear 
of hla proteotioniat proclivities and opening 
his mind to free trade idoaa. In January of 
189-t we fiud him talking to tho oloctors of 
Queboo in this way : 

Gentlemen, the only way in whioh Quo- 
boo oan recover its old time prosperity aa a 
maritimo city is by adopting the policy of 
freedom of trado as ib exists in tho mother 
country, old England. 

At Montreal ho was both more emphatlo 
and more explicit. His speech was not only 
a profoflaion of faith in the dootrlnea of freo 
trado, bub a renunciation and it may be said 
an execration of tho protective systom. 
Here is what he said : 

I have told you thab our objeot is to have 
a ouatomB tariff for revenue only. . . . Up 
on the question of proteotion there oan be 
no compromise. Wo stand hero agalnob 
protootlon and in favor of a ouatomB tariff 
based upon the principles of revenue and 
nothing else. . . . Tho system of pro- 
tection has been the b»ne and ourse of Can- 
ada. . . . The Liberal party believe in 
freo trade on the broad lines such aa exist in 
Great Britain.| 

Mr. Laurior appears to bo very muoh In 
lore with his new oroed. He is oven more 
ardent and more emphatic in advooating ib 
bhan he was in contending for commercial 
union or in pleading for unroatriotod rooipro 
city. At Waterloo ho said with groat 
apparent earnestness : 

I say that not a cent should be colleotod 
beyond what ia required to meet the coun- 
try's necessities. Wo will tax for rovonuo, 
but not a cent for proteotion. When we 
aro in power we will rollove the people of 
proteotion, whioh is a fraud, a delusion and 
a robbery, 

And he was quite as^lmproaslvein Winnipeg, 
where ho Baid : 

I como boforo you to-night to preach to 
you this new gospel of froe trado. I do- 
nonnce to you tho policy of proteotion as 
bondage ; yes, bondago, and I refor to bond- 
age in the aame manner in which Amorioan 
slavery was bondago. Sir, our policy is 
freedom of trade such as exists in England, 
such as is praotiaed In Great Britain. I 
propose that wo Bhould follow England's 
example and open our ports to the products 
of the world. 

Tho loader of the Liboral party had an 
undoubted right to make all these changes 
of opinion and to advooato oaoh of them in 
turn with equal earnoBtncBS and oloquonoo. 
He is a British subjoob, and thoro is no law 
on tho Dominion statute book making ib a 
crime for a man to chango his mind or to 
endeavor to persuado his fellow-citizens 
to adopt oaoh now orood that ho may hap 
pon to embrace; but ib is, wo think, a little 
too much to oxpoot that tho sensible and 
solf-respaotlng mon of the Liberal party of 
this Dominion will blindly follow him in all 
his wandorings. 



A COMPARISON. 



Mr. Charles Miller writos to tho editor 
of tho Now York TimoB with roapoot to the 
Allianoa affair: " I do not rocall ao wanton 
an outrage aa happening to any first-class 
powor in fifty yoara. An apology scarcely 
washes out auoh an affront." 

Wo wonder if this Mr. Miller over hoard 
of tho outrages committed by United States 
naval oflicors on British vessels in Bohrlng 
aoa. Those offioora boardod British vossela 
on tho high aoaa, soarchod thom, soizod thom 
and imprisoned thoir orowa without tho 
ahadow ol legal authority. The in 
sulb offered bho American flag by tho 
Spaniah man-of-war ia nob for a momenb to 
bo compared to tho insult offered tho Brit- 
ish flug In Bohrlng Soa by naval officers of 
tho United States; yob tho Amorlcans con- 
sider themselves aggrieved when tho British 
subjects who woro treated in this piratical 
way by Unitod Statea cruiaorB aBk for com- 
pensation in money for tho injuries thoy ro- 
eelvod. Tho indignation whioh tho Ameri- 
can citlzon feolu and oxproaaoa ub tho bru- 
tality and rullianiBm of bho Spaniards is in 
trlking contraab with tho patience und for- 
bearance with whioh tho British government 
and British oubjooba havo borno far groator 
insults and injuries ab tho hands of tho 
Unitod Statoa while assorting a sovereignty 
over a aoa whioh the bout-informed oitizBns 
of the Ropubllo know that they did not 
posBcaa. It is not fifty yoara— not tho half 
of fifty yoara— ainco aorvanta of the United 
States Government iuaultod tho British (lag 



in a manner compared with wbioh the 
Alllanca affair is hardly worth mentioning. 

A MASSACRE. 

The deliberately planned murder of un- 
offonding negro laboring men in New 
OrleanB ia from every point of view a dlu- 
graoo to tho United States. The negroes 
gave tho white mon no provocation. They 
woro working to earn their daily bread, do- 
pending on tho law of tho land and tho polioe 
of the city for protection. Thoy wero at- 
tacked by a bloodthirsty mob. The unfor- 
tunate mon were completely defencoloBB 1 
Their BBaailanla outnumbered thom ten to 
one, and tho polioo found it convenient to bo 
in u distant part of the city when 
the attack was made. Aa many as 
ton were murdered in cold blood. 
Tho Mayor of tho city refused to eond an 
extra forco of police to protect tho nogro 
laborers, and tho Governor would nob apply 
for troops to put down disorder. Tho 
President, ib appears, bus no powor to sond 
soldiors to quoll a riot and bo restore peaco 
when tho civil powor of tho State oither 
can not or will nob proteob life or enforce 
bho laws. Fairmlnded and humane Ameri- 
can oitlzons condemn bho inhumanity of bho 
white rioters and deplore tho apathy and 
unfaithfulneas of tho civil authorities, but 
thoy aro helpless. Thoy muab soo these 
mon dlegraoing thoir country without bolng 
able ' to do anything moro than oxoiaim 
againab tho iniquity. This la what bho 
Commercial Advertiser says about the 
latest Now Orleans massacre : 

Yesterday tho ship agents, knowing thab 
troublo was impending, requested tho 
Mayor to place an extra force of polioemon 
on tho lovoo, but ho refused. There la no 
doubt that tho prejudico against tho nogro, 
who Ib not allowed to vobo, and tho dopond- 
once of the Mayor on tho votes of white 
laborors, havo induced bhab official to give 
free play to tho nrmod whites, who doolare 
thab blaok labor must bo driven from tho 
levoo. Although he protends that ho was 
unablo to ropreBS tho violence, tho Mayor 
made no call on the Governor for militia. 
The Unitod States officials, seeing tho gross 
iojustico of tho local authorities, communi- 
oated with tho Attorney-General at \\ ash- 
ington, but of course the General Govern- 
ment cannot act without an application from 
tho Governor. Tho wholo trouble has|jbeen 
caused by the attempt of white laborers to 
displaco the negroes, who have always done 
most of the work along tholeveo. It is dls 
graceful to the community and to the 
superior race that the blacks should bo 
denied tho proteotion of tho law. 



OOL. PRIOR ON TAXATION. 

The ready letter writer of tho Times in a 
weak attempt to moet bho statement made 
by Col. Prior at tho nominating oonvontion 
that the average taxation on imports was as 
groat under the so-called rovenue tariff of 
1878 as it is at present, says that " tho rate 
of customs duties colleotod for 1894-05 
averaged over 32 per aent,, while in 1878 ib 
was a flat 174 P nr cenb." Aa uaual 
our contemporary for its own purpoaea 
suppresses a material part of the story 
What Col. Prior said, and what the official 
roturns Bhow, Ib that notwithstanding tho 
protective duties at present] loviod on arti- 
cles coming into competition with Canadian 
products, the froe list la so muoh more com- 
prehensive now than it was in 1878 that tho 
imports as a wholo— dutiable and freo — pay 
no higher percentage of duty than thab 
levlod on bhe wholo imports uuder tho Cart- 
wright tariff.

Cooperage and Stablts Burnttl. 
. San Francisco, March 20.— Fire broke 
ant this morning at 1 30 o'clock in the en- 
glnoroom of the largo cooperage of Kilbonrn 
A; Co., corner of Townaend and Stanford 
etreets. The building waa deatroyed to- 
gether with tho atables of the Dolmonte 
milling company adjoining. In the latter 
were 21 horses, all of which perished in the 
lames. Tho loss is estimated at about $40,- 
000 with Email insurance. 

The HpanlHh Minister. 

Washington, March 20.— It is unoffi. 
daily statod that the new Spanish minister 
will be Liberal in politics. It appears that 
thoro is no foundation for tho report that 
tho Spanish minister will be recalled by his 
government upon the suggestion of Secre- 
tary GroBham. Tho minister, it is Baid, has 
been guilty of no imptudcnco which would 
make him poraona non grata, and ho will 
voluntarily retire, but not beoauso of frio- 
tiou between himself and Gresham. 

Coast Sailors Strike. 

San Fhancisco, March 20. — Tho Sailors' 
Union has declared war against tho ship 
cwnors, and the probable result will bo a 
striko among seamen from Portland to San 
Diego. For tho post two years coast Bea- 
mon have received §25 a month, but an in 
crease of $10 is demanded. Several crews 
have boen taken from vessols ready for sea, 
bub thoy havo all boen replaood. Tho last 
striko of the union ended with tho blowing 
tip of John Cnrtin's sailor boarding house 
The crime waB never fixed on anybody, but 
it was generally laid at tho door of tho 
union. Ship owners havo so far refused to 
accede to the demand. Within a few days 
a general seamen's striko will be declared. 

Blanck Yet at Liberty. 

Seattle, Wash., March 20.— Murderer 
CTom Blanok is still at large, bub Sheriff Van 
do Van tor olaima ho has him still surrounded 
and his capture is certain. The man cap- 
tured ab Auburn last night turns out to bo 
Klinefelder, tho horso thief, and nob 
Burglar Williams. Blanck has been heard 
cf in ono or two places where ho aBkod for 
food, paying for it and immediately taking 
to tho woods. Heavy rain haB beon falling 
most of the day, rendering purauib of the 
prisoners difficult. So far bb known 
Blanck has nob succeeded in securing a 
Winchester, but ho has the jailer's 45 
calibre revolver and knows how to use it, 
Blanck if seen will probably bo shot on 
sight, provided ho does nob got his work in 
first on tho pursuers. Tho opinion largely 
prevails that Blanck will never bo taken 
dead or alivo and will with moat of the 
others Bucceod ia making his way out of the 
country. 

A Senatorial Blnaterer, 

WASHINGTON, March 20. — Senator Frye, 
who is a leading member of tho senate com- 
mittee of the foreign relations, remarked to- 
day that he waa almost sorry there seemed 
a probability of Spain apologizing for tbe 
Allitaja inoidenb. " I had almost hoped," 
he said, " that Spain would assume suoh an 
arrogant and belligerent tone that it would 
be necessary for the United States to go 
over and take possession of Cuba. Wo 
certainly ought to havo that island in order 
to reund out our poBaaaeions as they should 
be, and if we cannot buy it I for ono should 
like to havo an opportunity to acquiro ib by 
conquest." 

Another CyeUnc. 

Columbus, Ga., Maroh 20. — A oyolone 
and tremendous rain storm visited thia sec- 
tion this morning. The oyclonlo disturb- 
ance was groatest in Glrard, Ala. No loss 
of lifo is reported, bnt the damago to pro- 
perty 1b considerable All tho bridges in 
Girard wero swept away. 

Ohio Coal Miner* Strike. 

POMBROY, O., Maroh 20.— At a mass 
meeting this afternoon 800 coal miners in 
tho Pomoroy distriot resolved to strike 
against a proposed roduction of J of a cent 
per bushel. They demand two cents. The 
Btriko is already in effect. 

Another Cyclone. 

Augusta, March 20. — A cyclono passed 
over the aoutli-woBtern portion of this city 
to-day doing considerable damage to prop- 
erty. Three children in the Btroet wero 
blown somo distance and badly injured. 
The damage to property amounts to several 
thousand dollara. About 50 houses wero 
wrocked mostly occupiod by negroes and u 
rumber of negroes slightly injured. 





SPAIN'S MINISTRY RESIGNS 

In Disfavor Became of Taking Sides Against 
the Newspapers, 

Madrid, March 20.— Tho Spanish minis- 
try has reeignod in consequonco of the 
troublo in tho chamber of doputioa on Satur- 
day, when all tho roportora withdrow from 
tho houao as a protest against tho official do- 
fonco mado by tho minister of war of tho 
officorB who attackod and wrecked tho 
offices of El Globo, tho organ of Senor 
Uuatolar. Tho ministors decided to roaign 
at a counoll Sunday evening. Senor Sagasta 
went to tho palace and handed tho resigna- 
tions tD tho Queen Regent, who accepted 
them. Ib ia oxpoctod thab Marshal Mar- 
tinez do Campos will form a business 
cabinet. Senor Sagasta has declared it is 
not lita intention to reeumo tho leadership. 

Tho Herald Bays that Marshal Campos 
will take command of tho troops in Madrid 
beforo ho forms a cibinot. General Ber- 
muda Roima, tho military governor of 
Madrid, it will bo recalled, resigned that 
position yofltorday. While tho council was 
sitting to-night a deputation cf military 
officors presented itsolf. It is not known 
whether tho ofliccra wero summoned by 
General Dominqutz, the minister of war, or 
camo on their own accord. Tho govern- 
ment is able to count only on tho support of 
tho polico, tho civil guard having deolinod 
to aot against tho young officers who took 
part in tho riot at tho offices of El Globe. 
Tho spirit of tho garrison shows that almost 
all tho officora aympathizo with tho riotora. 
Thoro ia groat excitomont in tho oity. No 
auch military oonfllot haa beon soon aluco tho 
restoration of tho monarchy. Tho qucon 
regent is much affected. 

Senor Sagasta and his colloaguoa, with tho 
excoption of the minister of war, docidod to 
resign directly they wern appriBml of tho 
feeling nmong tho military. Ib has boon,

BACK TO AFRICA. 

Scsnes Incident to the Departure or American 
Negroes for Liberia. 

Savannah, Ga., March 20.— Thia after- 
noon the Danish steamer Horea, with 197 
negro emigrants, Btoamod down the rivor on 
her long voyage to Liboria, The docks were 
crowded with emigrants and their baggage. 
Tho wharves along tho river wero 
crowded with negroea and whites. Thou- 
sands of nogroos cheered the emigrants, who 
sonb back cheers, while their loader waved 
a largo Amorioan flag. 

The emigrants aro in excollonb shape for 
colonizing purposes. They carry an im- 
menso amount of baggago, probably 500 
large boxes being taken on tho steamship. 
They expended' Eevoral thousand dollars 
hero for agricultural implements, household 
goodB, ota., and are thoroughly equipped for 
their new life. Many of them havo con- 
siderable money. Thoy wero given land by 
tho Liberian government. 

Somo of them havo been singing eongs of 
praiao and praying on tho wharf while 
waiting for the Bteamer to ooinploto its 
cargo.

New York, Maroh 20. — The upward 
tendoncy of prices at the Stock Exchange 
was chocked by realizations, but still at the 
end of tho day qnlte a number of tho prom- 
inent issues showed gains.

A HOUSEHOLD SCRAPBOOK. 



ir Carefully Blade, It Will PTOve a Con- 
venient and Valuable Reference Volume. 

A Fcrapbook with tho pages alroady 
muoilaged is vory convenient, but if one 
cannot pvoouro such a book take an old 
sobool atlas and cut, about an inch 
from tho binding, ovory other six loavoa, 
through tho ontiro book. Por convou- 
ieiico in roferriug to clippings tho book 
may bo divided into sections something 
liko tho following: Animal, vegetable, 
mineral, political, sooial, domostio, for- 
eign and miscellaneous, allowing, say, 
ton pages to oach soction, or, if one is 
apt to bave a greater number of clip- 
pings in ouo soction than in another, a 
greater or loss numbor of pages may bo 
allotted, ns tho caso requires. A fow 
pages can bo loft for biographies and 
pictures that accompany suoh sketches. 

A further subdivision of thoso sections 
may bo made, if dosirod, for example: 

The "vogotablo" soction may bo class- 
ed garden, flowor and forost, and tho 
others similarly, Thus, with an index 
on tho first pago, ono can rofor to a clip- 
ping without a moment's delay. 

Now, aftor tho dippings have boon 
cnrefully trimmed, dampen tho reverse 
sido with a slightly moistonod spongo if 
tho first named book is used, but if tho 
atlas a mucilago brush is necessary. Bo 
particular not to wot overmuch, for in 
eithor caso tho moisturo will oozo from 
the edges of tho clippings, and tho in- 
evitable smeared and torn pago is tho 
result. A dry cloth should bo used to 
press down clippings and absorb excess 
moisture. 

Clippings accumulate very rapidly, 
and after a two weeks' delay it is no 
slight task to catch up again, and it is 
therefore host to paste overy evening. 
Tho author of the foregoing, a corre- 
hpondeiit of Tho Household, also inti- 
mates that a scrapbook in the family 
may bo tho moans of assisting tho moth- 
er to determine tho inclination of a 
child's mind. 

Shosays: Give each child a scrapbook 
nnd instruct him to fill it with what- 
ever material ho likes best, and ono 
will contain a preponderance of animals, 
another machines or flower.'' or histor- 
ical notes, as tho mind inclines. 



Physical Culture. 

In walking tho heel should not bo 
brought down too firmly. A part of tho 
weight of tho body belongs tipou tho 
toes, and when a duo proportion is 
thrown thoro it gives an elasticity to 
tho gait which is lost when it is not 
proporly distributed. Walking with tho 
heels raised from tho ground is a good 
oxerciso, although a fatiguing one. 
Hopping on each foot alternately is an- 
other, Dancing is a valuable accom- 
plishment for childrou. Tho conscious- 
ness of boing ablo to danco woll gives 
oaso and solf possession to many a 
young man and woman who would 
otherwiso bo bashful and awkward on 
their first ontrauco into society. Tho 
little people usually delight in tho 
rhythmical motion, and if it is not com- 
bined with lato hours it doos thom noth- 
ing but good, says a writer in Tho La- 
dies' Homo Journal, who adds: 

All outdoor games that involve run- 
ning and active movomont of any kind 
aro useful adjuncts in physical develop- 
ment. An immense amount of exercise 
is taken under tho guise of diversion. 
Battledoor and shuttlecock, which was 
long a favorite amusement, is a capital 
indoor game where there is room to 
play it and might bo revived with ad- 
vantage. Bean bags, colored bags filled 
with beans and aimed at a ring or other 
mark, and tho form of quoits played on 
shipboard with rings of ropo may bo 
utilized to furnish oxorciso on rainy 
days. Especial attontion should bo paid 
to ventilation when tho children aro ex- 
ercising indoors. Tho respiration is 
quickened, tho lungs demand moro air, 
and thoro should bo a plentiful supply 
of oxygon to meet it. 

Recipe For Lemon l*le. 
Into 1 Yi cnpfuls of sugar stir 2 heap- 
ing teaspooufuls of flour, add tho woll 
beaten yolks of G oggs and tho whites 
of 2 beaten stiff, tho juice of 2 lemons, 
tho grated rind of ouo, and a cupful of 
cold water. Lino 2 doup pio plates with 
pasto, fill with the mixture and bake 
in a moderate oven. When done, covor 
with u meringue mado from the whites 
of the 4 eggs and a cupful of powdered 
sugar.

A spirit of unrest agitates tho fash- 
ionable world. Contradictory roports 
from tho best authorities on tho matter 
of dross leaves even tho clovor women 
in doubt.

But whatever 
may bo in prospoot thoro is no quosticn 
as to tho immediate conditions of full- 
ness. 

Tho skirts still vary in width from 
fivo to oight yards around tho bottom, 
and tho sloovo is constantly developing 
a now variety. Sleeves aro cut so that 
all tho fullness comes from underneath 
instead of at tho top of tho arm, and, 
again, to show tho outlino of tho arm, at 
tho insido seam, with tho fullness fall- 
ing at tho back. Tho broad, sloping ef- 
fect is given to tho shoulders by wide, 
plain opaulots and fan plaitinga of satin 
or velvet edged with laco. 

Blouses of velvet in a different color 
from tho skirt aro a very popular stylo 
in Paris. Thoy aro mado quite plain 
and worn with crepon, smooth cloth and 
silk skirts. Checked volvots iu black 
and'whito and various combinations of 
color aro also used for thoso waists. 

Tho early spring tailor gowns promise 
to bo quito lavishly trimmed with bauds 
of tho cloth stitched on in scroll pat- 
torns, with braiding or with narrow 
bias bands of black satin, which is tho 
latest fauoy. These bands outlino tho 
seams of tho waist and skirt and aro 
put on in rows around tho bottom. 

A protty model for a cloth or cropon 
gown, illustrated in tho Now York Sun, 
is carried out in gray cloth, gray volvet, 
fur and laco.

GAKZA. DIED GAME. 

He Expected Greater Support When He At' 
tacked the Government 
Troops. 

Mobile, Ala., Maroh 20. — The Register's 
correapondenb ab Bocas del Toro, United 
States of Colombia, under date of March 
13, says tho identification of General Catar 
lno Ez*rmo Garzi, slain in tho nttaok on 
Booas del Toro, is complete. Several let 
ters were found on his body addresaed to 
him, also a telegram. Individuals also 
identified him. Threo times during the 
fight ho advanoed within ten feet 
of the barracks. Aa he fell he 
shouted : " Fire the town," and a robel 
named Garto poured oil on a building be- 
tween Wilson's store and tho barracks and 
struck a match, but was ehob dead in his 
tracks. The government soldiers captured 
the small schooner in which tho rebels oame 
to Groytown, Five rebels were on board, 
but they jumped into the sea, reached shore 
and escaped in the woods. On board were 
f jund forty Winchesters and a largo number 
of cartridges. From this tho inferenoo is 
that Oirzi expected lo have a lurgor force 
than that which appeared at Booas. 
It is possible ho anticipated that the 
force would have accessions at Bocaa. 
Since tho fight forty more government sol- 
dirrB have arrived from Colon. Tho total 
record of tho battle is eleven dead, twenty- 
five wounded and thirty-five prisoners. 
Several of the wounded will dio. The pri- 
soners Bay they wero signod as laborers at 
Groytown to work on banana plantations at 
Bocas. When they arriv.d at Bncas tho arms 
wero given them and lluy wero told to fight 
or die This story is not credited. There 
was but one Colombian in tho party. It is 
thought it was merely a pillaging expedi 
tion.

BLOOD CURDLING REPORT. 

Correspondent Describes tho Armenian 
Massacres us Fiendishly Horrible. 



London, March 20 — A special reporter 
of tho Daily Nows reports on his inquiry 
into tho Armenian outrugeB. Ho saya 
" There is abundant and unanimous evl 
denco of the bloodiest, moat fiendishly pro 
moditatod and damnably perpetrated massa 
cro of innocents. This I intend to provo 
out of tho mouths of tho perpetrators thorn- 
roIvcs." 

Tho correspondent sends from the Russian 
frontier, under date of February 28, tho 
story, whioh ho himsolf elicitod from a 
Turkish non-comniieaioncd ollioor. This 
officer, aotlng under orders, shared in tho 
slaughter. Ho desoribed tho revolting hor- 
rors at groat length : " Ho has uow loft 
tho army," says the correspondent, *' and 
has fled to Russia, where ho is persecuted 
by tho infinite horror of his own 
thoughts, and is dying surely and 
rapidly. I questioned him three hours in 
the piesonco of responsible witnesses ; I was 
dooply impressed with his resigned melan- 
choly and invincible despair. Ho said that 
throughout the fighting ho nover heard of a 
single soldier being wounded, much less 
killed. Many Kurds woro killed, however, 
eBpocially in tho oarlior days of tho affair."

Ciiapleau, Ont., Maroh 20.— Tho house 
of P. Dolland was burned to tho ground last 
evening and throe of his children, Gortie, 
Michael and Alexander, agod thirtoon, seven 
and threo respectively, loBb their lives. 
Johnny, agod four, was badly burned and 
otherwise injured. Dolland in rescuing his 
baby was alao burnod.

nis Plans for tho Beaver Lake Filter Beds 
Adjudged Best by the Eastern Experts. 

Tho plans for the proposed filtor beda at 
Beaver lake, accompanied by tho report 
thereon of the city engineers of Toronto and 
Hamilton, were received back yeBtorday 
moro.iDgi and wore in the afternoon exam- 
ined tOd disoufBcd at an informal mooting 
of the acdormanio board, T.hoy will again 
bo brought forward a.b the firat meeting of 
the gounp'.l— It i» p ro bable at a spcoial meet- 
ing for Iks purpose beforo the close of, tho 
presenb week t 

AU'noUgh the award is not yet officially 
announced, it is learned that tho premium 
of $500 offered fur the beat plans goes to 
" Target" — Mr. G. E Jorgenson of the Pro- 
vincial Lands and Works department, al- 
though eaoh of tho thirteen othor plana sub- 
mitted in competition is pronounced meri- 
torious by tho judges and is said to aontain 
its peculiarly advantageous points. 

Acoording to Mr. Jorgonson'B plan, tho 
filter beds bhould bs uohstruoted at the 
weaterly corner of Bjavcr lake, adj»cenb to 
tho presenb filter beds, and where the care- 
taker's boat houBo now stands. They are 
designed to have a eapaoity of 5,500,000 
gallons — in this ib found oqo strong point of 
Buporiocaty^aiid acoording to tbo opinion of 
the experts:, ample provision is made for tho 
usiDg of one Beotlon uf tho filter bodB while 
the other portion may bo cleared from time 
to time as found necessary. 

Tho Jorgenson plan is announoed to bo 
most dcBlrablo in its adaptation to tho 
character of tho locality, though tho de- 
signer's estimato of tho cont of tho work, 
£(30,000, is boliovod by tho Eastern onginoors 
to be considerably below tho mark. Thoy 
aro of the opinion that $80,000 will be re- 
quired to complete tbo work satisfactorily. 

Tho expeneeB attaohed to tho securing of 
tho services of tho Eastern onginoerB total a 
littlo ovor $800, this amount being tho fee 
of tho two judges of the planB, whllo tho 
Hamilton engineer also proeonto a small bill 
of incidental expenses. 



ARCHDEACON 8CRIVEN. 

The People of St. James' Parish Regretfully 
Taie Leave of Their Rector.

Canon Paddon made a felioitous addreaa, 
explaining tho roason for calling the meet- 
ing, the presenting of an address and testi- 
monials of reBpeot and esteem to the Arch- 
deacon and Mra. Soriven. Ho waB followed 
by Churchwarden Goffin, who road a beauti- 
fully engrossed and illuminated address 
most handsomely illustrated with views of 
ohuroh and rectory, and having a tasteful 
wreath in wator colors round tho whole. 
The addresB, which was .'earned and on an 
easel, read as follows : 
" To the Venerable Augustine Scriven, M.A-, 
Archdeacon of Vancouver, and Hector of 
St. James, Victoria : 

" Wo, the Church Wardens of St. James, 
on bahalf of the congregation, desire to ex- 
press our deep sense of the loss the churoh 
is about to sustain by tho aovoranoe of the 
tlos which havo so happily bound us to- 
gotbor during the past ten years in whioh 
you have been rector of this parish. 

" Whilo deeply regretting that your 
duties as Arohdeacon havo been the primary 
cause of your resignation, wo rejoice that 
although tho parish is now losing one who 
has endeared himself to every member of 
the congregation, tho diocsse at large will 
bo able to receive that care and supervision 
whioh it has a right to expect from the 
Archdeacon.
